Space is hard to get. People frequently have to stand in 
Una to buy tickets or to get into the dining car.

The main reason U, of course, that our volume of pat- 
 enger traffic is five times that of 1940, with just about 
the tame number of can wa had then. And, like every­ 
body elae. we are short of help.

However, this company us determined not to just give 
up »nd blame everything on the war. Wherever pMaibla 
we have tlken aggressive ateps to lesaeu the difficulties 
of wartime travel. For example:

I Our "train assignment plan" for coach passengers 
has to a large extent eliminated overcrowding and 
standing on our long-distance trains. We endeavor 
to sell only as many seats as are on the train, and 
each passenger gets a reservation slip:

2 "Passenger aides," capable trained women, have 
been stationed on long-distance 8. P. coach trains. 
They assist women traveling with children, help pre­ 
pare "formula*" for the babies, aid the aged and 
infirm, and perform other, service* tc make the 
journey  * comfortable M possible for everyone.

3 In spife of the shortage of help; we have greatly ex­ 
panded telephone reservation bureaus, increased our 
forces handling reservations, and devised new reser­ 
vation systems, which are constantly reviewed. Tho 
situation is not perfect, but it is much better than 
it was.

4 We have increased the number of chair car porters, 
so that can are now generally kept quite dean, a 
difficult problem because of the litter from box 
lunches, etc. Big trash boxes in the vestibules have 
helped, too.

5 "Train service agents" have been added to the staffs 
of long-distance coach trains. These men supervise 
 11 service features on the train, direct the chair car 
porters, see to it that the trains are kept tidy, try to 
overcome difficulties and meet emergencies.

We don't claim that all our people are perfect. They're 
human beings, and are under the strain of crowded war 
conditions. By and large we think they're doing a swell 
job and we're proud of them.

Drastic Changes 
In Minors' Tax 
Regulations

Treatment of the 1944 income 
of minor children for federal 
tax purposes has undergone 
drastic revisions which were ex­ 
plained today by Harry C. West- 
over, collector of internal rev­ 
enue for Southern California.

"When if comes to paying in­ 
come taxes you might say there 
is no longer any such person as 
a minor," Westovcr declared. 
"Any minor, no matter how 
young, whose gross income was 
as much as $500 last year be­ 
comes a taxpayer in his own 
right and must file a tax re­ 

turn.
"If the income was less than 

$500 and there was withholding 
from wages, the minor should 
file a return to obtain a refund 
of the withholding.

"Parents no longer need in­ 
clude the income of their minor 
children in their own tax re­ 
turns. No credit for dependency 
may be taken by parents for a 
minor whose gross- income-last 
year was $500 or more. If the 
income was IQSS than that 
amount, credit may still be 
taken for the child as a depend­ 
ent, even though a refund of 
the withholding Is secured but 
the parents must be able to 
prove that they supplied more 
than half of the amount neces­ 
sary for the support of the 
child.

"Parents of minor children re­ 
quired to file tax returns and 
to remit taxes are cautioned," 
Westover added, "that they are 
liable for the taxes, if their chil-

was salvaged by a Navy crew 
and sent to this country for ex­ 
amination by aeronautical ex­ 
perts.

Most of, the better points of 
the Zero are copied from Amer­ 
ican nnd British planes. The 
Nakajimi 14 cylinder twin row [ 
radial air cooled engine dcvel-1 
ops 900 horsepower and is a! 
copy of the British Armstrong j 
Siddelcy, Tiger 7. The Zero has! 
a top speed of 345 miles peri 
hour at 11,500 foot ceiling. The 
service ceiltng is well'over 30,000 
feet and' maximum flying range 
is .1400- mllei. .whfb' i Jettison 
type belly fuel tank is used.. '

The Zero sacrifices pilot pro­ 
tection in favor of speed, ranid 
climb and maneuverability. The 
plane weighs only 5207 pounds 
when loaded for combat. -It car­ 
ries no parachutes, self-sealing 

tanks or armor plate. Thin 
gauge metal is used throughout.

Armament consists of two 7. i 
mm machine guns, copied from 
the Vickers model, and two 22 
mm Oerlikan cannon. The lat­ 
ter are mounted-in the leading 
edge of the wing. All guns are 
controlled by a two-way switch 
mounted on the. throttle control 
lever.
